The purpose of the planned regulatory action is to make changes consistent with new federal 
requirements, to make clarifying changes and to make other changes which may result from the 
Department’s periodic review of the regulations.

(1) the most relevant law and/or regulation, including Code of Virginia citation and General Assembly 
chapter number(s), if applicable, and (2) promulgating entity, i.e., agency, board, or person.

Section 54.1-2013 of the Code of Virginia states that the Real Estate Appraiser Board “may do all things 
necessary and convenient for carrying into effect the provisions of this chapter and all things required or 
expected of a state appraiser certifying and licensing agency under Title 11 of the Financial Institutions 
Reform, Recovery and Enforcement Act of 1989 (12 U.S.C. § 3301 et seq.). The Board shall promulgate 
necessary regulations.”  The Financial Institutions Reform, Recovery and Enforcement Act (FIRREA) was 
passed by Congress in 1989 as a result of the savings and loan crisis and requires the state licensing of 
real estate appraisers.  FIRREA created the Appraisal Subcommittee which monitors and reviews the 
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practices, procedures, activities, and organizational structure of the Appraisal Foundation.  The Appraisal 
Foundation consists of the Appraiser Qualifications Board (AQB) and the Appraisal Standards Board 
(ASB).  The AQB sets  minimum qualifications all states must use in licensing appraisers.  The ASB 
promulgates the Uniform Standards of Professional Appraisal Practice (USPAP) which are incorporated 
into the Board's regulations. AQB Qualifications Criteria and USPAP can be found at 
www.appraisalfoundation.org. 
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Please detail the specific reasons why the agency has determined that the proposed regulatory action is 
essential to protect the health, safety, or welfare of citizens.  In addition, delineate any potential issues 
that may need to be addressed as the regulation is developed. 
               
 
The regulations need to be amended to ensure that the regulations conform to the most current federal 
criteria and standards of practice in the industry, which are necessary to protect the health, safety and 
welfare of the citizens. In February 2004, the AQB adopted revisions to the qualifications criteria and set 
January 1, 2008 as the effective date for implementation. The new criteria sets forth changes in qualifying 
education, experience and the development of a new uniform state appraiser examination.

Amend general qualifications for licensure to reflect new federal requirements increasing the number of 
hours and instituting a required core curriculum, for prelicense education. 
 
Amend the qualifications for licensure as an appraiser trainee to reflect new federal requirements that all 
supervisors hold the certified residential or certified general appraiser classification and limit their 
supervision to three (3) trainees. 
 
Clarify the language for standards of ethical conduct. 
 
Clarify the language for standards of professional practice. 
 
Amend and clarify the language for the approval of appraisal educational offerings to reflect new federal 
requirements. 
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Please describe all viable alternatives to the proposed regulatory action that have been or will be 
considered to meet the essential purpose of the action.

In addition, the agency is seeking information on (1) the continued need for the regulation; (2) the 
complexity of the regulation; (3) the extent to the which the regulation overlaps, duplicates, or conflicts 
with federal or state law or regulation; and (4) the length of time since the regulation has been evaluated 
or the degree to which technology, economic conditions, or other factors have changed in the area 
affected by the regulation. 
 
A public hearing will be held and notice of the hearing may be found on the Virginia Regulatory Town Hall 
website (www.townhall.virginia.gov) and can be found in the Calendar of Events section of the Virginia 
Register of Regulations.  Both oral and written comments may be submitted at that time.
